THE ROYAL ENGLISH OPERA, 
COVENT GARDEN. 


That recognition which the exertions of 
the Pyne and Harrison Company to establish 
English opera on a firm footing so well de- 
serves, is about to be accorded from a high 
quarter. We understand that her Majesty 
has intimated her will and pleasure that, on 
the opening of the new Covent Garden 
Theatre by the Pyne and Harrison Company, 
the establishment shall be called the “ Royal 
English Opera;” and that title will head the 
bills during the Covent Garden season, which 
commences on Monday, the 20th proximo. 
It is expected that the Queen will patronise 
one of the earliest performances of Mr. Balfe’s 
new opera of “ Le Diable Amoreux, which 
will be produced in the first week of the 
Covent Garden season. No other variations 
in the bills of Drury Lane are contemplated 
by Miss Pyne and Mr. Harrison, the “ reason 
why ” being that the present selection of 
operas has been found sufficient to draw good 
houses. The latest revivals—viz., the operas 
of * Maritana” and the “ Crown Diamonds” 
have proved very agreeable changes from 
the long run of the perennial “ Rose of Cas- 
tille ;’ and Fletow’s “Martha” is liked the 
more its sparkling concerted music becomes 


understood by English opera-goers. Miss 





Pyne has established her reputation as a 
vocalist of the highest order by her ac- 
complished singing of Rode’s air and varia- 
tions, a most difficult piece of vocalism, first 
introduced on the Italian Opera stage at 
Her Majesty’s Theatre by Alboni, and sung 
by Miss Pyne at the end of the opera of the 
* Crown Diamonds.”

DRURY LANE. 

Auber’s “ Crown Diamonds” was performed, 
for the first time on Monday, by the Pyne 
and Harrison Company, on the Drury Lane 
boards, Miss Louisa Pyne appearing as Ca- 
tarina ; Miss Susan Pyne, as Diana ; Mr. 
Harrison, as Don Henrique ; Mr. St. Albyn, 
as Don Sebastian ; Mr. George Honey, as 
Count de Campo Mayor ; and Mr. H. Corri, 
as Rebolledo. Miss Louisa Pyne’s exquisite 
vocalisation was enthusiastically applauded 
by an appreciative audience. Her rendering 
of the duet in the second act, for two sopranos, 
combined with the tasteful singing of her 
sister, Miss Susan Pyne, elicited a rapturous 
re-demand. Mr. Harrison made a favourable 
impression, in the part of Don Henrique, by 
his artistic rendering of the music. His 
singing of Brinley Richards’s introduced bal- 
lad, “Oh, whisper what thou feelest !” was 
so much admired that a repetition of it was 
demanded by acclamation. Mr. H. Corri, 
whose first appearance it was, acquitted him- 
self very creditably in the character of Re- 
bolledo, which he rendered with much dra- 
matic and musical spirit. We cannot speak 
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too highly of the admirable precision with 
which the orchestra, under the able direction 
of Mr. Alfred Mellon, bore their share in the 
performance of the evening. 

HAYMARKET. 

The new comic drama, “A Tale of a 
Coat,” bids fair to become a favourite. Mr. 
Charles Mathews, by his incessant volubility 
aud volatility, keeps the piéce moving until 
the curtain descends, amid general laughter 
and applause, on the last scene. In the co- 
medietta of ‘The Dowager,” Mrs. Charles 
Mathews plays with remarkable sprightli- 
ness and power of characterisation the part 
of the Dowager Countess. Her personation 
of the old woman was remarkable for its 
truthfulness, look, voice, and gait, and formed 
a striking contrast to her youthful assumption 
when the portrait is reversed. Mr. Charles 
Mathews, as Lord Alfred Lynsay, played 
with his accustomed spirit. The capital 
farce of “The Eton Boy,” which followed, 
afforded both Mr. and Mrs. Charles Mathews 
an opportunity of appearing in the attire of 
the other sex—the lady as the simulated 
Etonian, and the latter as Miss Fanny. Mrs. 
Mathews proved herself a really clever ac- 
tress, and frightened poor Dabster (Mr, 
Compton) out of his wits by the spirit with 
which she talks of field sports, handles her 
Manton, spars, and fences. Mr. Mathews 
was equally successful in his imitation of the 
little feminine airs and graces of the opposite 
sex, and Mr. Compton was irresistibly droll 
as the hoaxed Dabster. The audience 
laughed incessantly, and the farce—although 
improbable in the highest degree—may be 
considered one of the most successful that 
has been revived for some time. 





NEW BRITANNIA.’ 

This theatre was opened to the publie on 
Monday last. We had a heard great deal of 
the magnificence of the new edifice ; but we 
confess to being completely taken by surprise 
when we visited it for the first time, one even- 
ing last week. The hall and entratices branch 
off by spacious corridors, wide archways, and 
stone staircases to various parts of the house. 


There are three tiers of boxes at the sides ot | 


the house; but in the centre, the space cor- 
responding in}height with the two upper tiers, 
is occupied by one large gallery, which ex- 
tends to the back wall of the building, over 
the saloon, which corresponds with that. part 
of the promenade or corridor immediately 


behind the pit. The pit, which extends 
under the lower tier of boxes, measures 
seventy-six feet in width, and is fifty-eight 
feet from the back wall to the orchestra, 
The stage is of the same width, and mea- 
sures sixty feet from the footlights to the 
back. <A portion of the pit is arranged as 
stalls, which will accommocate 200 persons, 
while the pit area will admit of 1000 persons 
being seated, exclusive of the standing room 
in the promenade and at the back of the 
pit. The seats in the lower tier of boxes 
are divided into two classes by framed parti- 
tions. The whole accommodation in this tier 
will give 600 sittings. The side boxes, in 
the upper tiers and the great gallery, will, 
altogether, hold 1250 persons. The interior 
of the theatre has been decorated with the 
utmost taste and elegance. The prevailing 
colour is a beautiful pale rose tint, relieved 
with gold and white mouldings, ornaments, 
and figures, in high relief. The ceiling is of 
an oval form, divided into compartments simi- 
lar in decoration to the other portions of the 
house. The lighting of the whole is effected 
by several small cut-glass chandeliers, of 
choice taste, suspended from the outer ex- 
tremity of the oval, instead of a single large 
one depending from the centre. 

The opening of the theatre on Monday 
evening was a great event in the East end of 
the metropolis ; and no sooner were the doors 
opened than the crowd poured in through all 
the avenues, and speedily filled the house. 
An apropos sketch, entitled “Old Friends in 
New Faces,” introduced the principals of the 
company at a railway-station somewhere at 
the sea-side, preparatory to their return to 
London for the opening of the theatre. This 
was followed by a new drama, called “The 
Brigand’s Secret,” by Mr, Hazlewood, the 
stock writer for the Britannia. The principal 
characters were sustained by Mr. J. Reynolds, 
Mr. George Clair, Mr. W. Rogers, Mr. S. 
Sidney, Mrs. S. Lane, Mrs. B, Ware, Mrs. 
W. E. Crauford, &c. The piece possesses 
considerable merit, and was very creditably 
acted ; the scenery was excellent, and a new 
and beautiful act-drop, painted by Mr. Wil- 
liam Beverley, was an object of general ad- 
miration, Some comic singing by Mr. G. 
W. Ross, and the favourite drama of “The 
Return of the Wanderer,” concladed the en- 
tainments.

Bricuton.—After more than two years’ absence 
from the stage, Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Wigan last 
night made their appearance at the above-named 
theatre, which is under the active management of 
Mr. Nye Chart. In accordance with the expecta- 
tions universally entertained, every seat in the 
house was fully occupied; and the character, as 
well as the number of the audience, was signifi- 
cant of an event to be regarded with far more 
than ordinary interest. The entertainment com- 
menced with Tom Taylor’s comedy of “Still 
Waters run Deep,” in which Mr. and Mrs. Wigan 
were the representatives of their original charac- 
ters, John Mildmay and Mrs. Hector Sternhold : 
supported by Mr. Frederick Dewar, as Captain 
Hawksley; Mr. William Cooper, as Mr. Potter ; 
and Miss Florence Haydon, as Mrs. Mildmay. 
The entrance of Mr. Wigan was greeted by a per- 
fect storm of applause, the ladies even rising and 
waving their handkerchiefs in token of kindly and 
cordial welcome; he was apparently in good 
health and spirits, and acted with consummate 
ease and intelligence. Mrs. Wigan was also re- 
ceived in the most flattering and friendly manner. 
The second piece, “‘ The Bengal Tiger,” with Mr. 
Wigan as Sir Paul Pagoda, and Mrs. Wigan as 
Miss Yellowleaf, occasioned roars of laughter, and 
the entertainment terminated with a new drama en- 
titled “ Jenny Foster; or, The Sailor’s Child and 
the Winter Robin.” A great portionof the audience, 
however, left the theatre after the performance of 
the farce. On Tuesday the same pieces were re- 
peated. On Wednesday and Thursday, Mr. and 
Mrs, Wigan appeared successfully in “A Sheep in 
Wolf’s Clothing.”

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MR. JAMES’S BENEFIT 
AT 
SOHO THEATRE.

We always expect to see a good perform- 
ance, and to enjoy ourselves, when we drop 
in amongst the Revels at the admirably-con- 
ducted Soho Theatre. Wednesday last, the 
10th, was a special occasion, that evening 
having been deputed for the benefit of Mr. 
James, the talented and deserving leading 
actor of this now popular establishment. The 
pieces essayed on this occasion were Shakes- 
peare’s tragedy of “ Romeo and Juliet,” and 
the popular Haymarket drama (ere James 
Wallack left us for the histrionic field of our 
transatlantic brethren) of “Don Caesar de 
Bazan.” The beneficiare himself made his 
debut as Romeo, which preved a most success- 
ful one, his acting throughout this very ardu- 
ous part being at once energetic and original, 
whilst the pathos he threw into the principal 
parts evinced a well-studied mind, stored up 
with the best points, such as ultimately con- 
summate the actor in the endowment of the 
most comprehensive and enlarged powers of 
the tragic art. By his very apt performance 
of this difficult part, Mr. James has proved 
himself to be as much a Shakespearian actor 
as he most undoubtedly has done as a melo- 
dramatic one. Miss Helen Love’s Juliet 
(her first appearance in that character) also 
deserves our best praise. Her embodiment 
of the youthful lover held a strict regard to

what we believe to have been the poet’s idea 
of the daughter of Capulet when he penned 
it, but which is sometimes mistaken. All 
that elaborate devotion, hope, joy, love, de- 
spair, and anguish, which the immortal Bard 
has so fully infused into the part of this ar- 
dently devoted maiden of Verona was fully 
exemplified in the impassioned exposition of 
Miss Helen Love from her first love meeting 
with Romeo, where, in the first dawn of her 
felicity, she exclaims from the baleony— 
“My bounty is as boundless as the sea, 
My love as deep.” 

This was the primitive electric flash, and the 
harbinger of her success. In the other gar- 
den scene, and in the scenes in the cell of 
Friar Lawrence, Miss Helen Love’s powers 
had full scope; and Mr. Tames competed 
with her in an equal manner. Devoid of 
that especial coquettishness and coyness with 
which some ladies endeavour to surround the 
love of Juliet, we most unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce Miss Helen Love’s first appearance in 
this character as perfectly successful in every 
respect. ‘The Mercutio of Mr. J. Franklin 
was, to say the least, a most mercurial and 
effervescing piece of acting, filled to the brim 
with all that jocular lightheartedness so re- 
markable to that Veronese wit whom Romeo 
was proud to call his kinsman. There was 
not, in fact, the least flagging evident in his 
very spirited embodiment of what may not be 
inaptly termed the quaintest of Shakespeare’s 
comic muse. The Peter of Mr. Challey was 
a peculiarly unctuous performance—in fact, a 
very good idea on the part of the actor as to 
what a Shakespearian clown should be in his 
native cap and bells. We must also express 
ourselves in terms of the highest admiration 
with respect to the perfection of Mrs. J. W. 
Sims’s Nurse. As the quaint and fond old 
companion of Juliet, she made points that 
would have borne fit comparison with some of 
the efforts of the late celebrated Mrs, Glover 
in that especial line of the acting department. 
In the scene with Juliet, after her return 
from “ inquiring Romeo out,” she was par- 
ticularly successful. The part of Friar Law- 
rence was entrusted to Mr. Bertram Palmer ; 
and we must certainly award him due praise 
for the distinct and emphatic manner in which 
he delivered the excellent truisms which the 
immortal Bard allotted to this venerable cha- 
racter. The Count Paris of Mr. Wieland 
and the Tybalt of Mr. Everett were very re- 
spectably filled. Mr. Jenner’s Apothecary 
was a well-conceived personation; bu it 
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would have been infinitely better if he had 
not exaggerated his “ tattered weeds with | 
overwhelming brows,” and thus made a too | 
grotesque appearance. It was, moreover, a | 
character which some portion of the elevated 
audience did not quite understand, as they 
appeared to esteem the appearance of the 
culler of “simples,” and the possessor of a 
“tortoise” and “an alligator stuffed,” as a 
signal for the emulation of laughing hyenas 
and Cheshire pusseys! Capulet and Lady 
Capulet were efficiently filled by Mr. Shirley 
and Miss Sinclair, At the conclusion of the 
tragedy, Mr. James and Miss Helen Love 
were summoned before the curtain to receive 
the well-earnt plaudits of a densely-crowded 
house. We will not close our remarks upon 
the representation of the tragedy, in particular, 
without paying a well-deserved compliment to 
the entire company for the cordial manner in 
which they co-operated together to bring it to 
a successful conclusion. 

The drama of “Don Cesar de Bazan,” 
with one or two exceptions, was capitally per- 
formed. In the part of the rattling Spanish 
scapegrace, Mr James displayed his powers 
as a light comedian to a. nicety. He threw 
into his delineation a most boisterous display 
of animal spirits, and a nonchalance strongly 
reminding us of Mr, James Wallack’s inimit- 
able acting in the part. Miss Helen Love 
appeared as the ambitious Gitana, and per- 
formed with her accustomed ability. The 
scope which the two distinct parts of Juliet 
and Maritana afford an actress for the proper 
display of her talents was fully taken advan- 
tage of by Miss Helen Love ; and thus she 
rendered her performance of the Gitana an 
excellent one in every respect. Mr. J. Frank- 
lin’s Don Jose was fully up to the mark ; 
aud he personated the wily minister of the 
wayward King with all that care and minute- 
ness for which he ever distinguishes himself.

THE ORCHESTRA. 


The presence of M. Jullien again amongst 
us, and his continued and increasing success 
in creating in the general public a taste for 
and appreciation of music of the highest ex- 
cellence, clearly evidenced by the earnest atten- 
tion and enthusiastic plaudits of his crowded 
audiences whenever afirst -class composition 
is performed by his admirable band, together 
with the frequency of concerts established on 
a scale which shall include the talents of the 
very first artists, and at a tariff of admission 
within the means of all people desirous of 
availing themselves of the advantages to be 
derived from the refining influences of these 
delightful entertainments, lead us to consider 
in what way the orchestras of our theatres can 
be so improved as not only to offer a great 
additional incentive to the playgoer, but at the 
same time advance the interests of the art, 
and improve the position of the many talented 
performers, who, being personally unknown 
to their audiences, are without that encou- 
ragement which stimulates the actor so con- 
stantly brought prominently before the public. 
In many theatres, the small number of per- 
formers precludes the possibility of a per- 
formance of any elaborate selection, or even 
overture, in a creditable manner. We would

joyments of the audience. We have no fear 
in asserting that an announcement in the 
various house bills of a nightly performance | 
of some of the highest class compositions by | 
orchestral bands known to be efficient—the 
performers’ names also to be published— 
would attract to an extent far beyond the ex- 
pense necessary to ensure that efficiency, 
Leaders of theatrical orchestras would be 
only too happy, when provided with the 
means affordiug them an opportunity of gain- 
ing increased reputation, to put forth in its 
strength a department which, by the stimulus 
of a due liberality, must materially enhance 
the character of any establishment guided by 
so wise a policy. Most of the metropolitan 
orchestras possess performers of sterling 
ability, but they imperatively require an in- 
crease in their number, and the adoption of 
a more liberal scale of remuneration to those 
engaged, without which salutary changes they 
will never be found to work well, or prove 
effective?

MR. MOWBRAY AND THE “ERA.”

Near the mass of earth where Monmouth 
fought, and very possibly part of the identical 
spot where, during the civil wars of our second 
James, the opponents of that king encamped 
themselves—in the very neighbourhood where 
the Colmans invoked the Thalian Muse in 
the production of the “ Jealous Wife,” “The 
Clandestine Marriage,” “John Bull,” and 
‘The Mountaineers ”—stands the Soho 
Theatre, raised in bricks and mortar by 
Miss F, Kelly, of famous memory, who, 
however, when we ran in juvenile frock and 
belt, was content to open it for “ private 
performances” once in a moon, which 
was ever duly announced by the rumble 
of carriages. After her administration it 
leapt into that of various others, and of very 
many hues have been the motley species of 
entertainment that have from time to time 
been installed there. Need we say that suc- 
cess was ever at a discount, and the treasurer 
glump, until’ Mr. Thomas Mowbray took the 
helm, and directed the good little ship into 
propitious currents, since which he has steered 
it down the tide of success. 

Last week we referred to an unpleasant 
controversy which for several weeks past have 


dendum to what we then said. Another let- 
ter has been addressed to our contemporary, 
signed “Fairplay,” and, rather unadvisedly, 
published. But our belief is, that these piti- 
ful complaints are mere fabrications ; and we 
have the best reasons for expressing our belief 
that “* Victim” and “ Fairplay” are one (like 
the constellation Gemini), or at least that both 
communications have emanated from the same 
identical person.

We have further reason to believe, for- 
sooth, that the concoctor is no other than a 
peculiar class of individual well-known to so- 
ciety for his pride and idle bombast, who is 
often made a subject for merriment by farcical 
writers ; in fact, a wretched dauber of parch- 
ments and vellum, and a horrid example of 
the genus cacoethes scribendi!
